Prop. 30 passes 


CSU officials say they are trying to determine 
how to refund the $498 to students.

California voters passed Proposi- 
tion 30 with 53.9 percent of the vote in 


favor of the measure, which prevented 
a $250 million trigger cut in state sup- . 


port to the Cal State University system 
and secured a reimbursement for the 9 
percent tuition hike that went into ef- 
fect this semester. 

Cal State Long Beach students will 
be reimbursed $498 in two parts, a 
$249 reduction for spring 2013 tu- 
ition and a return valued at $249 for 
fall 2012 tuition, according to-CSU 


Spokesman Erik Fallis. 

Returning the money, though, will 
be a complicated process, CSULB Pro- 
vost Donald Para said. 

“This. has never been done before, 
and for some time we have been ex- 
ploring ways for this to be done,” he 
said. “We’re not ready to say how it 
will be done, but the money will come 
back to students.” 

Para said that several avenues of 


_teimbursement are being explored, in- 


cluding distribution of credits that stu- 


dents can use to pay off school-related 
debts and recalculating of financial aid. 
President F. King Alexander said the 
reconfiguration of financial aid will be 
a “logistical nightmare.” 
“Tt might be easier to give the $249 
back in In-N-Out coupons,” he said. 
Prop. 30’s passage prevented a pro- 
jected enrollment reduction of more 
than 1,800 students, according to Rick 
Gloady; a CSULB spokesman. 
Through a trailer bill passed in June, 
the passage of Prop. 30 also secured a 


$125 million increase-in state support 
for the CSU system next year as well as 
tuition reduction, according to Fallis. 

“Immediately, we know the tuition 
will go back to what it was for the 2011- 
12 year,” Fallis said. 

Though Prop. 30 no longer looms 
over this year’s CSU budget, Fallis said 
the CSU’s financial fate depends on 
California’s next budget and how state

DeLong, Lowenthal’s opponent, 
said early Tuesday night that he was 
cautiously optimistic about his possi- 
bilities of winning. However, DeLong 
said that Lowenthal made numerous 
mistakes in his campaign. 

“{Lowenthal’s political presence] 
put me at a big advantage because he 
believes in big business, and he’s made 
cuts to the education community,” De- 
Long said. 

DeLong supporters surrounded them- 
selves around one TV at the Long Beach 
Yacht Club as the results were announced. 


With the polls closing at 8 p.m., the” 


campaign results trickled in during the 
following hours. Shortly after 10 p.m., 
with nearly 40 percent of the precincts 
counted, DeLong held a slight majority 
with 51.1 percent of the vote to Lowen- 
thal’s 48.9 percent. 

Republican candidate DeLong had a 
chance of winning the 47th District be- 
cause of the change in districting lines, 
which added a number of Republican 
voters to the district, according to Bi- 
anca Sovich, a volunteer with DeLong’s 


campaign and a CSULB alumna. 

Close to 46 percent of the congres- 
sional district is now in Orange Coun- 
ty, which is primarily Republican, So- 
vich said. 

As the night dragged on, Republi- 
can supporters disembarked from the 
waterfront resort as incoming results 
favored the Democratic candidate. 

Lowenthal’s team held their election 
party Tuesday night at the lounge of La 
Traviata restaurant in Downtown Long 
Beach. Many of Lowenthal’s support- 
ers, family members, campaign work- 
ers and volunteers joined the party to 
wish him luck and celebrate all of their 
hard work. Prior to the results, Lowen- 
thal took the time to thank everyone 
who helped him on his campaign with 
a Powerpoint slideshow of pictures of 
the campaign. E 

CSULB ethics and legal studies pro- 
fessor Art Levine was among those in 
attendance at Lowenthal’s victory par- 
ty. He said that he is good friends with 
both Lowenthal and DeLong and that 
he wished them both luck last night. 

Lowenthal, who has served as a state 
senator for California, will now become 
a Long Beach congressman in the U.S.

Legislators graded on support for the CSU 


The legislative 
scorecard system 
has angered some 
politicians.

Students are no longer the only ones 
with report cards, as the Cal State Uni- 
versity is grading legislators based’ on 
their votes on key legislation — and 
some aren’t happy with their grades. 

“[The scorecard is] an informational 
publication to provide stakeholders in- 
terested in what happens with the CSU 


information to,show how legislators vote 
in relation to issues that impact the CSU,” 
CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp said. 

Senators Leland Yee (D-San Fran- 
cisco) and Joel Anderson (R-San Diego) 
sent a letter to Robert Linscheid, chair- 
man of the CSU Board of Trustees in 
response to their grades of a “D” and 
“FY” respectively. The letter expressed 
their discontent with the grade as well 
as the misuse of taxpayers’ dollars for 
this legislative report card. 

The scorecard rated legislators based 
on their stance on certain bills that 
would have affected the CSU, some 
of which advocated pay raises for top 
executives, according to a press release 
from Yee’s office. 

“He doesn’t think it’s a poor grade; 
actually he’s quite proud of: the grade, 
considering who’s grading him,” Adam 
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Keigwin, chief of staff and press secre- 


tary for Yee, said. “The chancellor gave- 


bad marks to legislators who stood up 
for students and faculty.” 

According to Keigwin, the score- 
card system is a scam used to protect 
the now-retiring Chancellor Charles B. 
Reed and his fellow administrators. 

“Most taxpayers know that Charlie 
Reed and the Board of Trustees have 
not stood up for students,” Keigwin 
said. “Senator Yee has a good relation- 
ship with the incoming chancellor and 
believes that he will be 180 degrees dif- 
ferent than Reed has been.” a 

The scorecard was used for the first 
time this year, according to Uhlen- 
kamp. A system of points was used to 
evaluate legislators and their stance 
with the CSU, while last year a system 
of percentages was used for grading. 


Not one legislator received an “A” 


grade from the CSU. 

“Several received a ‘B+’;’, Uhlen- 
kamp said. “Due to the impact that leg- 
islators have on the system, it’s hard to 
be handing out ‘A’s.” 

The senators who received a ‘B+’ 
included Alan Lowenthal (D-Long 
Beach), who, according to President F. 
King Alexander, is one legislator who 
truly supports the CSU. 

“T think the students, faculty and the 
public at large want to know whether 
the candidates they are voting for sup- 
port higher education,” Alexander said, 

Alexander said that legislators who 
insist that they support higher educa- 
tion, yet vote against it, have no reason 
to condemn the scorecard system. 

“We warned them a year ago that we 
were going to do it, and they are going 
to have the audacity to get mad about 
it?” Alexander said. 

Alexander said that while Yee voted 


to prohibit additional executive pay 
raises in Senate Bill 967, it was only one 
of 32 different bills on his voting record 
that were used to determine his grade. 

“He can be proud of [his ‘D’ grade] 
all he wants,” Alexander said, “but he’lI 
think twice next time he says he sup- 
ports education [and acts against it].” 

Alexander said that other groups, 
such as the National Rifle Association, 
use a similar grading system to provide 
the public with assessments of support- 
ive legislators. 

“They certainly pay attention to the 
grades that the NRA gives them,” Alex- 
ander said. “Why don’t they pay atten- 
tion to the grades the CSU gives them?” 

Uhlenkamp said that there has been 
some conversation about the scorecard 
and its usefulness, but the only two who 
voiced displeasure were Anderson and 
Yee. He said there are no prospects of 
revising or replacing this legislative 
scoring system in future years.

For four years, Casper Ware, Larry 
Anderson, T.J. Robinson and Eugene 
Phelps were regulars on the basketbail 
court at the Walter Pyramid. 

Now, for the first time since 2008, the 
core four that led Long Beach State to 
a Big West Conference championship 
and NCAA tournament appearance in 
2012 are nowhere to be found near the 
blue venue that the 49ers call home. 

Ware is in Italy, playing for Novipiu 
Casale while his NBA dreams are put 
on hold.

Basketball is a team sport, however, 
and the individual success of Caffey 
and Ennis will only take the ‘Niners so 
far. Without Ware, Anderson, or any of 
the other stars from 2012, LBSU is in. 
search of a leader, and as the ones with 
the most on-court experience in 49er 
uniforms, Caffey and Ennis make the 
most sense for the job. , 

That doesn’t mean the transition has 
been easy. According to head coach Dan 
Monson, the most established returners 
may have gotten more accustomed to fol- 
lowing orders than giving them. 

“Tt isn’t their personality really to be 
leaders,” he sid. “They’re all kind of 
quiet kids who lead by example ... now 
they’ve just got to be a little bit more 
verbal with their teammates.” 

Monson doesn’t see the lack of ver- 
bal expression asa problem, however, — 
as he added that he is “happy with the 
leadership right now.” 

Problem or not, the lack of a vocal

leader is something that will fade as the 
season progresses. All teams build an 
identity, and with that identity comes 
a sense of who the true leaders are. 
Caffey said he is up for the challenge. 
“T feel like I’m handling it well so 
far,” he said. “I’ve-got a long way to 
go as.a leader, because last year I was 
more of the backup guy and just fol- 
lowed Casper [Ware] and all of them. I 
struggled a little bit at the beginning [of 
this year], but I’m getting better.” 
Caffey is taking over for one of the 


’ best basketball players in LBSU history 


in Ware, who won the Big West Offen- 
sive Player of the Year award in each of 
the past two seasons. In his first season 
as a 49er, Caffey averaged just fewer 
than 6 points per game coming off the 
bench. He actually performed better 
than Ware in shooting percentage and 
three-point percentage, as he bested the 
Bob Cousy award nominee by 41 per- 
cent and 19 percent in the respective 
categories. 

“(The experience] helped me because 
I’ve been through it all, andI kind of know 
a little bit more than the other guys,” he 
said. “I just try to help everybody out and 
get them ready for the season.” 

LBSU is transitioning from one era 
to another, but it is still expected to pro- 
duce similar results on the court. 

The leadership of Caffey and Ennis 
will go a long way toward accomplish- 
ing those results.

that the team’s ultimate goal is to claim 
its first Big: West title in 21 years. 

“If we take it one game at atime and 
get a little bit better every day by stay- 
ing and playing together,’ Wynn said, 
“our goal at the end of the year is to get 
to the Honda Center and have a chance 
to win the conference championship.” 

The 49ers finished seventh in the 
nine-team conference last season with 
arecord of 14-18 overall (7-9 Big West). 


The ‘Niners then went on to write his- 


tory in the postseason, becoming the 
first team ever to eliminate each of the 
top two seeds in the Big West tourna- 
ment. They ultimately lost a closely- 
contested game to UC Santa Barbara in 
the final round. 

This year, Wynn will have to shuffle

. the projected starting lineup, as point 


guard Hallie Meneses sustained a knee 
injury during practice last month. The 
junior tore her anterior cruciate liga- 
ment (ACL) and will be sidelined for 
the entire season. 

The injury to Meneses is a massive 
disappointment for the team, as she 
was coming off a postseason average 
of 10.3 points and 4 assists per game 
and earned a place on the Big West 
All-Tournament Team. After being 
earmarked to facilitate the offense, she 
notched 105 assists for the season to 
lead the team. She also played a critical 
role defensively with 47 steals — sec- 
ond among the 49ers last season. 

“It’s unfortunate that we lost our 
starting point guard,” Wynn said. “We'll 
miss ‘the intangibles she brings to the 
team. She was an improving player. She 
played at a very high level towards the 
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Guard/Forward 


end of the last season and this year, we 
were expecting her to play very well.” 


Starting five unclear 

Although the 49ers are returning 
majority of their players from last sea- 
son’s relative success, Wynn intends on 
testing the waters before making the 
final decisions on her starting lineup. 
She is even considering the. option of 
altering the lineup every game depend- 
ing on the matchup. 

“I haven’t decided who will start 
and who won’t,” Wynn said. “We look 


to play as a team and we'll take every- ; 


thing ona game to game basis.” 

With the season-ending injury to 
Meneses, it’s probable that the “Niners 
may return to the traditional lineup of 
playing two guards.

Sanchez inherits important role with ease

Alex Sanchez is a-natural leader. 

The voice echoing most clearly 
through the angled walls of the Walter 
Pyramid and barking out orders in de- 
fensive drills during practice-.belongs 


‘to Sanchez, a guard for the Long Beach 


State women’s basketball team. 

The versatile sophomore has been 
thrust into a leadership-role that was 
left vacant by the graduation of former 


LBSU star Tipesa Moorer, but that’s 


nothing that Sancliez can’t handle. 

“Alex [Sanchez] has a-sense of calm 
about her and the way she plays,” head 
coach Jody Wynn said. “Everybody 
feels comfortable talking with her on 
and off the court. She’s obviously a nat- 
ural leader and will be a captain again 
as she was last year.” 


In regards to pressure, Sanchez 


feels that there is none. She has been 
groomed for this type of situation from 
a young age, and her coaches and team- 
mates are there to back her up. 

“J wouldn’t say there’s any pressure,” 


she said. “The coaches do a great job 
preparing me, and I’ve always been the 
leader growing up ... It doesn’t matter 
whether I’m a freshman or a senior, I’ve 
always taken a leadership role. My team- 
mates take a lot of pressure off of me be- 
cause a lot of them have stepped up.” 
Last season, coach Wynn referred 


to the since-graduated Moorer as hav- - 


ing_a “motherly” effect on the younger 
players. When asked if Sanchez shares 


those same traits, Wynn expressed her _ 


confirmation without hesitating. 

“Alex [Sanchez] will give you a shirt 
off her back; she’s that type of kid,” 
Wynn said. “Everybody respects her, 
and everybody trusts her, and that goes 
a long way on the court.” 

The 5-foot-10 do-it-all guard/for- 
ward said she ‘gained most of her lead- 
ership qualities from her older sister, 
Christina, who was also pushed into a 
leadership role at an early age. 


“{Christina] took care of us after my - 


mom passed away,” she said. “I watched 
her become a role model for two kids. 
She never complained and always did 


what she had to do ... I just realized that - 


she had to put other people before her, 
so I think I got my leadership from her.” 

Sanchez possesses the ability to both 
play the game and think it. She is self- 
admittedly not the most athletic person 
on the floor, but she makes up for it in 
other ways. 


“T say this all the time,’ Sanchez 
said. “Obviously, I’m not the quickest; 
I’m not the most athletic, so I use my 
basketball IQ to my advantage. I try to 
find other things to make up for [the 
lack of athleticism]. I’m always think- 
ing one play ahead.” 

Wynn agreed with the notion that 
Sanchez’ basketball IQ is equal to her 
playing prowess. 

“Alex [Sanchez] has that [ability to 
think and play the game],” she said. 
“She’s cerebral, she understands spac- 
ing, positioning, she understands what 
we want on the floor, and she’s able to 
be a dominating force.” 

Wynn didn’t hold back any praise 
when talking about Sanchez’ versatility 
and leadership either. 

“She’s 5-feet-10, and she can play all 
five positions offensively and defen- 
sively,” Wynn said. “She’s a great com- 
municator on the floor, and that helps 
her wherever she is on the court.” 

There are no breaks for Sanchez 
when she’s on the sidelines. She’s too 
busy guiding, cheering and directing 


her teammates into the proper defen- 


sive position, or explaining the impor- 
tance of spacing on offense. 

Wynn said that Sanchez- will not 
be the only one looked to as a feader, 
however, as senior Mary Ochiltree and 
junior Hallie Meneses have also taken 
what they learned from Moorer and put

it to good use. 
“One thing that Tipesa [Moorer] did 


was she taught our kids how to prepare — 


for practice everyday,” she said. “She 


[taught.them] how. to prepare their 
minds, as well as how to take care of 
their bodies ... 
our approach to road trips and the im-_ 
portance of staying together, and now 


she also showed them 


these girls have a little knowledge be- 
hind them because they had a great 
leader behind them.” 

The 2012-13 LBSU squad has a great 
leader behind them too.

The: blend of these 
traits allows him the ability to be a 
lockdown defender, something that 
will be a seamless fit with the hawkish 
defense that Monson prides his teams 
on. 

When asked about the main element 
of the game he took away from his time 
at ASU, King gave a swift response: 
“Defense.” 

“1 learned how to close-out prop- 
erly,” he said.
